That's the fundamental 
trouble 


with the coal industry, according to 
ft clear analysis contained in the an- 
nual report of Secretary oT the Inter- 
ior Franklin K. Lane, made public 
today. 


There are approximately 500,00] 


bituminous miners and 3,000 mines. 


"We have none too many mines or 


too many miners," says Lane, "to 
supply our need if the mines arc op- 
erated aa at present. 
But we have 


too 
many to fill that need if the 


mines are operated on a basis nearer 
to 100 per cent of possible produc- 
tion." 


Blames PuMic, Too. 


As lon£ as coal is aroduced In the 


present inefficient anfl uneconomicaj 
manner, the country may expect tha 
troubles to continue Lane thinks. 
The public:, as well as the operators 
and miners, Is responsible, he says 


"Coal does not have pressure be- 


hind it which forct?s it out of the 
mine and Into thp coal yard," his re- 
port asserts. 
"It rather must 
be 


drawn ont by the SMction of demand. 
And herein the public must play its 
part bv keeping that demand as 
steady and uniform as possible."

everything to stimulate and facili- 
tate maximum production, the bitu- 
minous coal mines of the country op 
orated an average o? only 249 work- 
Inpr days.
